3. In our last Annufd Report we drew attention to the fact 
that there was a decrease iu the average daily number of persons 
relieved iu the workliouses in the year ended January, 1887, as 
compared with the number so relieved in the preceding year. 

We have irow to repoi-t that the returns for the year just 
ended show a further decline in the avera^ daily number of 
pei-sons relieved in the workhouses. Your Excellency will ob- 
serve that the average daily number of persons who received... 
in-door relief in the year 1887-8 is less than the number so ' 
relieved in any of the other years included in the above table. 

It will be seen from our former Report that the increiise 
in the average daily number of persons relieved out of the work- 
houses in the year ended January, 1887, as compared with the 
previous year, was 19,276. 'this increase w.ts, however, as stated, 
mainly due to the operation of the Poor Relief Act, 1886, which 
affected the returns for a period of fifteen week,s. The returns 
for the year just ended show a decrease of 12,735 in the average 
daily number of persons who received out-door relief as compared 
with the year ended January, 1887, above referred to. The 
number of persons so relieved is large as compared with other 
years included in the above table, and in the month of Auemst last’ 
wo thought it advisable to issue a circular to Boards of Guardians 
a copy of which maybe found in the Appendix,* on the subject of 
the remarkable increase which had taken place hi that form of 
relief idnoe it was first authorized by the passmg of the Poor 
Relief Extension Act in the year 1847. In this cironLar we pointed

out that from the year 1S56 to the year 1885 the average daily 
Dumber of pemotifs in receipt of out-door relief had steadily, 
increased from 926 to 6 6, 4134 (exclusive of the orphan and deserted 
children at nurse), while the anmml cost of siichurelief had risen 
from £2,245 to £164,951, and, referring to the demoraliziiin 
tendency of this form of relief and the necessity for limitinn- 
it to cases of sickness and urgency, we suggested the season 
at which the circular W’as issued, viz., the autumn, to be 
a favourable time for the revision of the relief lists. The 
return given in the Table on page 3 shows a decline in the 
number of persons receiving out-door relief from the time of 
the issue of the circular referred to as compared with the corras- 
ponding period in the previous year, which period was not 
afiected by the Poor Eelief Act. The Poor Relief Act was in 
operation from the week ended 24th April to the week ended 
31st July, and the following table shows the decrease in out-door 
relief in the last week of each month from August, 1887, to 
January, 1888, as compared with the year 1886-7.

5. In our last Annual Report we alluded to the extravagant 
and inefficient maimer in which certain Boaids of Guaidians iu 
the west of Ireland had performed then' duties in carrying out 
the provisions of the Poor Relief Act, 1886. In five of these 
Unions much financial embarrassment existed during tlie period 
embraced in this Report owing to the maladministration of the 
Guardians in the previous year, and these difficultie.s became so 
great in the BelmuUet and Swineford Unions that we found it 
necessary, in pursuance of the powers vested in us hy the 18th 
section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, 10 Vic., cap. 31 , to 
dissolve the Boards of Guardians and to place the manage- 
ment of these two Unions in the hands of paid officers.

The letter assigning our reason for this step in each case will he 
found in the Appendix.* 

6. The following is a tabulated aocoimt of admissions to the 
workhouses during the year ended the 29th of September last, in 
eorapai’ison with those of the twenty-eight preceding years : — 



of 3,2hS in the total munber admitted in sickness, and an increase 
of 23,39G in the number admitted who were not sick, thus show- 
ing an increase of 2(i,C4f in the total number admitted during 
the year as compared with the previous year. The number suf- 
fering irom fever or other contagious disease was greater by 257 
than in lihe previous year, and the total number of persons re- 
lieved in workhou.ses shows an inereaso of 26,103.

There was a remarkable increase in the number of casuals 
relieved in the year ended March, 1887, as compared wdth the 
previous year, and, as stated in our hvst Report, we found fr'om 
reports which w'e had obtained from our Inspectors that the in- 
crease was attributable, in a great measure, to applications for tem- 
porary relief in the workhouses from lahourem and artizans, who, 
in consequence of want of employment in agricnltural districts, 
and depression in trade, were travelling ahont the country seeking 
for employment. In the month of June last we issued a circular 
to Boards of Guardians, a copy of which may be found in the 
appendix,*" drawing attention to the great increa.se which had 
taken place in the number of sucli recipients of relief, and sug- 
gesting that the Guardians should, oany out the recommendations 
contained in a circular issued hy the Poor Law CoinmisBioners in 
1857, viz., that all peisons admitted he subjected to the provi- 
.sions of the workliouse rules regai’din" searching, cleansing, and 
clothing, and also as to disciphne and diet, and, especially, that 
no person of the class under consideration be permitted to leave 
the workhouse without giving three hours’ previous notice. The 
foregoing table shows that, for the two mouths succeeding 
tliat in which the circular was issued, there was a decrease 
in the numbers .so relieved ns compared with the corre- 
sponding months of the previous year, but it is to be regretted 
that for the other months included in the table, the rctanas, with 
one exception, show an increase.

10. As part of tlie statistics which are brought up very nearly 
to the date of this Report, the following tame exhibits in tho 
accustomed form : —

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in tho table has been 10,187. In the corre- 
sponding table in the last Amnual Report the total number of 
dentils was 10,094, so that there has been a decrease of 507 
deaths as compared with the number in the previous year. 

Deaths by fever were 383, as against 346 ; by lung disease, 
1,754, as against 1,848 ; and there wore 3 deaths by small-pox, an 
against 1 in tho previous year. 
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Obphans akd Deserted Children. 

11. The number of orphans and deserted chddren out at nurse 
from the workhouses in Ireland, under the provisions of the Act 
39 and iO Vic., o. 38, on the 28th of January last V 7 .i.s 2,636, beiii" 
an increase of 87 over the number on the coiTespondin" date in 
the preceding year. “ 


EMlGRiTION. 

12, In our Annual Report for 1885 we gave an account of the 
proceedings during the previous yeai- under the Emivi-atiou 
clauses of the Arrears of Rent (Ireland) Act, 1882, and the 
Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

During the year 1883 no action was taken under these clause.s, 
but in the beginning of the year 1886 representations were made 
to us that there were families on the west coast of Ireland who had 
expressed then desire to emigrate but who had not the moans to 
do so. We submitted the matter to His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant who authorized us to inform the Boards, of Guardians 
of BelmuUet, Clifden, Oughterard, .and Westport Unions that if 
the Guardians effected the emigration of such pemous under the 
provisions of the 26th section of the Irish Poor Law Amendment 
Act, 1849, 12 & 13 Vic., cap. 104, the sums so expended might ho 
recouped to the Guardians fi'om the balance of the Emigration fund 
undercertaiu prescribed conditions. TheGuardians of the three last 
mentioned Unions took no action in the matter, and the Guardians 
of Belinnllet Union only to a very limited extent during the 
years 1886 and 1887. The Board of Guardians of Boyle Union 
applied to be allowed to participate in the offer made to the fom' 
Unions mentioned, and their application was acceded to. 

Last year the following local committees who carried out 
emigration in previous years were re-constituted, namely, Ardfert, 
Caherciveen, and KiUamoy, and a new committee was foiined at 
Westport.

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Emigmtion. 


The Caherciveen Committee had submitted the names of about 
1;600 persons for emigration to the United States, but owing to 
objections raised by the United States Govei-nment to state-aided 
emigrants being landed in their country, we declined to sanction 
their emigration. About 200 of these persons then decided to go to 
Canada, but they were unable to procure letters of encom-age- 
ment from friends there, which was a necessary preliminary 
to obtaining the approval of the High Commissioner for that 
country. 

13. We now continue the series of recent statistics by repeat- 
ing, with one additional yeai', the table showing the number of 
persons assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate under the 
provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Acts, and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for thirty-eight yeai-s 
ended on the 25th of March.

The fact that there has heen a decrease of £12,948 in the 
expenditure incurred for “in-maintenance and clothing, ” while 
there has heen an increase of 26,103 in the number of persons 
who received relief in workhouses, is mainly accounted for by 
the decrease in the average weekly cost per head of the pemona 
so relieved during the year.

Hence it will bo seen that while the total expenditure ol Pooi- 
Eates for pool- relief, medical relief, burial-grounds, sanitary 
measures, superannuation, payments under the ContagiousDiseases 
(Animals) Act, payments under the National School Teachers 
Act, and all other purposes, was, in 1886, £1,360,597, the 
expenditure in 1887 was £1,838,704, 

Seed Supplt Act, 

1 8, In our last Report we referred to the fact that the balance 
remaining unpaid of the loan obtained by BoM-ds of Guardians 
in Ireland under the Seed Supply Act was due by the Guardians 
of forty-five Unions ,sitnated principally in the poorest piarts of 
Ireland, and that this balance had been reduced on the 5th of 
February, 1887, to £42,996 Is, lid. During the period from that 
date to the 17th of March last a sum of £7,990 12s. lOd. was paid 
to the Commissioners of Public Works, leaving a balance of 
£35,00,5 9s. IcZ. due on the latter date by the Guardians of 
forty-fom- Unions. 

The amount advanced to Boaa-ds of Guardians under the Seed 
Supply Act in the year 1880, after crediting the Unions with 
the sums refunded was £.598,306 10s. 9d„ of which £563,301 
Is. Sil. had been paid on the date mentioned, viz., the 17th of 
March last. 

Markets and Faies (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1887. 

19. On the Sth of August, 1887, “ The Markets and Fairs 
(Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1887,” became law, by which facilities 
were afforded for weighing cattle in markets and fairs. “ Cattle ” 
is defined by the Act to include ram, ewe, wethei-, lamb, and 
swine, and the " Market Authority ” is bound to provide accommo- 
dation from the fir.st day of the present year for weighing such 
cattle. Two duties devolve on our Board under this Act : — By 
the Sth section it i.s enacted that the tolls for weighing cattle 
.should not exceed the amounts .specified in the Schedule to the 
Act, or such other amounts as may be autliorized by the Local 
Government Board to be taken byr the market authority ; and by 
the 9th section a market authority of any market or fair may 
apply to the Board to be exempted from the provisions of the Act 
on the ground that the sale of cattle at such market or fair is or 
is likely to he so .small as to render it inexpedient to enforce the 
provision and maintenance of accommodation for weighiiirr cattle, 
and the Board may thereupon declare by Order that the .^ot shall 
not apply to such market or fair until aftei- the expiration of a 
time not exceeding three years. 

We have not received any application to vary the scale of tolls 
prescribed in the schedule to the Act, but we have received 89 
applications to bo exempted from the provisions of the Act. 

Many of the applicants re,sted their claims for exemption on 
the ground that the co,st of providing weighing accommodation 
would far exceed the tolls received in a ye.ar, and, further, that 
the accommodation when so provided would not be used ; we

could not, however, entertain such considerations, as the Act 
empowers us to make the exemption solely on the ground of 
the smallness of the sales. We acceded to 7 applications, having 
previously by public advertisomenia invited objections, and an 
Order of exemption was made for one year in each case. 


MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT, AND VACCINATION ACTS. 

20. Wo next submit to your Excellency a report of the pro- 
ceedings under these Acts for the year ended 30th September, 
1887. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the usual form, the fluctuations 
in the number of cases in which medical relief w.as afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act, during each of the twelve 
years ended 30th September, 1887, in each province, and for the 
whole of Ireland. 

In Ulster there has been an increase of 3,l!l7 in the number of 
oases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease of 720 
in the number of those attended at them own houses. 

In Munster there has been a decrease of S9!J in the number 
of oases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decretise of 3,201 
in the number of those atteniled at their own houses. 

In Leinster there has been an increase of 6,085 in the number 
of cases pre.scribed for at the dispensaries, and an increase of 2,569 
in the number of those attended ‘at their own houses. 

In Connaught thei’e has been a decrease of 2, ,571 in the 
number of oases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease 
of 2,24 1 in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

The last three columns in the table show an increase of 2,939 
cases for all Ireland, including both classes, aa compared with 
the previous year.

Public Health. 

32. Our report upon Public Health is continued from the last 
Annual Report. Details were given therein of the opei’ations in 
regard to sewerage and water-supply under the provisions of the 
Public Health Act, 1878, in continuation of the detail of pro- 
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ceedings under the Act of 1874; the extent of those operations is 
stUl in some degree measured in Eural Sanitary Districts by the 
number of the Orders under seal fixing the area of charge for 
each such operation, and the loans bonwed for these purposes 
through the Public Works Commissioners. ^ 

In the year 1875-76 the number of such Ordeis was 79 • in 
1876-77 it was 89 ; in 1877-78 it was 122 ; in 1878-79 it was 
117 ; in 1879-80 it was 126 ; in 1880-81 it was 10.5 ; in 1881-82 
it was 79; in 1882-83 it was 83; in 1883-84 it was 79 • in 
1884-85 it was 102; in 1885-86 it was 87, and jn 1886-87 
it was 74. From 26th March, 1887, to the 25th Mai-ch, 1888, 
the number of additional Orders has been 80, issued to 51 difl'er- 
ent Unions. 

On the whole, therefore, 1,220 Orders fixing areas of charge for 
sewerage or water-supply, or both, have been issued during the 
last thirteen years. 

The preceding statements relate to Eural Sanitary Districts. 
In Urban Districts all sanitary expenses are chargeable upon 
funds levied from the whole district. 

Loans. 

33. In hoth Urban and Eural Sanitary Districts a considerable 
part of the expenditure on sewerage, water-supply, and other 
local improvements is carried out by means of loans which, on 
our recommendation, are issued to the Sanitary Authority in 
each case by the Public Works Commissioners.

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Hotiming of the Working Classes Act, 1885. 

S5. In paragraph S3 of our last Eejiort we gave an account of 
the proceedings that ■were heiiig taken under the Lahouring 
Classes Lodging Houses and Dwellings Act of 18G6, as incorpo- 
rated with the Housing of the Working Classes Act of 1885, and 
.since the date of that Report we have sanctioned loans of £7,000 
to the Corporation of Kilkenny, £1,600 to the Town Commis- 
sioners of Trim, £1,000 to the Corporation of Cork, £685 to the 
Town Commissioners of Galway, £2,800 to the Town Commis- 
•sioners of Kinsale, and £2,500 to the Corporation of Wexford. 

These sums, together with the sum of £4<3,825 previously 
borrowed, constitute a total of £59,410 borrowed up to the 31st 
March, 1888, by the various Urban Sanitary Authorities in 
Ireland under the provisions of the Housing of the Working 
Classes Act. 

Applications for loans have been made by the Urban Sanitary 
Authorities of Enniskillen and Waterford, and are at present 
under our consideration. 

Under the loan of £20,000 granted to the Corporation of 
Dublin, hon.sos to accommodate about 600 persona have just 
been completed. The cost, which has not yet been finally 
ascertained, will, it is estimated, exceed the amount of the loan 
by £7,000. In Cork seventy-four houses have been erected under 
the loan of £6,500 granted in 1886, and it is in contemplation to 
erect sixteen more under the loan granted in 1887. Twenty-five 
houses have been built in Sligo, and it is intended ta build five 
more immediately. In Trim and Limerick some houses are in 
course of erection. In the other cases where loans were sanctioned 
the necessary preliminaries have not yet been completed.

And Whereas the Unions which have become contributory under 
the said Act are those of which the Names are placed in tho hrat column 
of the Schedule hereto : 

And Whereas by the said Act it is enacted that the Commissioners 
of National Education shall require tho Local Government Board in

Whereas, We, the Local Govermnent Board for Ireh\nd, liave ascer- 
tained that it is expedient to conibino the Uuious of Tiim, Drogheda, 
Diinshaughlin, Navau, and Kells, for tlie maintenance and education 
of children not above the age of 15 years, being inmates of the Work- 
houses of such Unions respectively : 

Now THEREFORE, We do hereby, in pursuance of the i>owci*s vested 
in Us in that behalf, Order and Declare that the stdd seveml Unions of 
Trim, Drogheda, Dunshaughliu, Navan, and Kells, shall, from and after 
the Twenty-jfifth day of March, 1888, ha combined for the maintenance 
and education of children not above the age of 15 years, being inmates 
of the Workhouses of the said several Unions respectively. And We 
do hereby authoiize the Guardians of the said Unions, I'ospectively, as 
and when they shall see lit, to send to a Scliool to be established for 
the purpose of the maintenance and education of such cliihlren, all such 
children not above the age of 15 years as shall be admitted to the Work- 
Jiouses of the said Unions, respectively, and to charge the cost of so 
ximding and removing such children to the Electoral Division or to the 
Union at large, as the case may be, to which relief allbrdcd to such 
children would hy law be chargeable. 

And We do hereby Order and Direct tliat a Board of Management 
for the conduct of such School (hereinafter refeiTod to as the School) 
shall be established, and that such Board of Management (hereinafter 
referred to as the Board of Management), shall consist of the Chairman 
and Six other Guardians of the Trim Union, to be chosen by the 
Boai’d of Guardians of the said IVim Union in tlio manner hereinafter 
prescribe<l : of the Chairman and Seven other Guardians of the Drogheda 
Union to bo chosen by the Board of Guardiaus of the said Diugheda 
Union in like manner ; of the Chuirnuiii and other Guardians of 
the Dimshaughlm Union to be chosen by the Board of Guardians of 
the said Dunshaiighlin Union in like manuer; of the Oliairinan and 
Five other Guardians of the Navan Union to be chosen by the Board of 
Guardians of the said Navan Union iu like manner; and of the Chair- 
man and Five other Guardians of the Kclla Union to be chosen by the 
Board of Guardians of tho Siud Kells Union in like manner. 

And We do hereby Order and Direct that CJich of the said Unions 
shall contribute to the cost (hereinafter cfillod the establishment cliarges) 
of upliolding, repairing, furnishing, and fitting up the >School, and of 
providing articles, implements, and requisites for the coimuon use of 
the inmates thereof, and of the Staff of the School, in pi*uportion to tlio 
annual value of the rateable hereditaments comprised in the said Uuiomi 
respectively. 

And We do horeljy Order ami Direct that the said Unions slmli also 
contribute in proportion to such annual value to tlic cxpensc.s (if any) 
which may be incurred in hiring or purchasing land or buiMiugs for 
the purpose of tho School, or in building the Scliool, or in altering any 
building for the purpose of using it for the School. 

And We do hereby Order and Direct that for each child l.>cloiigiijg 
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to the eaicl Unions, respectively, there shall he p^J to the said Board 
of Management a certain sum per diem, to he paid and regelated from 
time to time in such manner as AVe shall direct, on account of the main- 
tenance of such child in the School; and such sura, and all other 
expenses incurred in reference to such child individually, shall be 
debited to the Electoral Division or Union, as the case may be, to 
■which relief afforded to such child rvonld by law be chai-geablo. 

Ahd We do hereby Order and Direct that at the oominencoment of 
every quarter of each year the Board of Management shall cause an 
estimate to he made of the probable amount of fcho demand for all 
charges to be defrayed -within such quiu-ter on account of the School ; 
and of the proportion thereof which will bo chargeable to the said 
Unions, respectively, and shall transmit a copy tlicreof to the Guardiana 
of each of the said Unions, and the Guardians of the said Unions, 
respectively, -within seven days from the receipt of such estimate,' shall 
pay over to the Board of Management the amount therein stated to be 
chargeable to the said Unions, respectively; and all such payments 
abnll be deemed to be on account of the sums which may bo found to 
bo payable to the Board of Management .at tlie close of the half year in 
respect of the cost of the maintenance of the childcen acoordmg to the

No. G. — Order awarding the amount payable by tho Pembroke 
Towusnir to the Corporation of Dublin in respect of the 
expense incurred by the Corporation in carrying tho 
Parliamentary ^Registration Acts into effect in the year 
1885. 

To the Comnimsioners of the Township of Pembroke ; to the Oorpomtion 
of Dublin; to the Treasurer of tho said Corporation; and to all 
other Persons whom it may concern. 

Whereas by Section 12 of the Parliamentary Registration (Ire- 
land) Act, 1885,” it is enacted as follows 
“ The Commissioners of the Townships of Pembroke .and Elackrock filudl 
repay to the Treasurer of the Corporation of Dublin so much of the expense 
incurred by the Coiporation in carrying the Parliamentary Registration Acts 
into efiect, in this and every subsequent year, as is properly eliargcablc to those 
townships respectively, ba\ing regard to the total number of electors rogistcred 
in that year for the borough of DubUn, and to the number of el**ctoni 
registered in that year for the borough of Dublin in respect of qualifying 
premises situated in such townships respectively.”

warm days of Sprinjr, every meaiis slioald be adopted at once by Local AuUio- 
rilies to -warn a^iciilturists of this danger. 

The light grams and “cboga,*' and the weedseedg, and all other refuse which 
f»dl through the riddles and screens should be carefully examined. If Pupa 
Cases aro found, tl»e light grains and “ cho^s ” shouM he disposed of, so as to 
effectually prevent the distribution of the Insect ; while the weed seeds ami 
other i*efuse should be burnt. 

As Pupa Cases have been found upon imported straw, just above tho first 
or second joint?, agriculturists and other purchasers of foreign baled straw 
should be warned to examine it closely, and if the choEtnut-coloured Pupa Cases 
are soon upon it, to report to the Local Authority, who arc requested to trans- 
mit the information to the Agricultural Department.

The Local Government Board for Ireland hare had under considera- 
tion the proceedings of Boards of Guardians in regard to payments voted 
by them from time to time in pursuance of tho 73rd Section of tho Act 
13 «fc 14 Vic., chap. 09, as compensation to Clerks of Unions for tho 
duties imposed upon them by tho Parliamentaiy Voters' Acta, and to 
enable them to remunerate tho Poor Rate Collectors and other assistants 
for their services in connection with the discharge of those duties. Re- 
solutions have heen proposed and passed in many cases granting such 
allowauccs without any previous notice to tho Guardians, and it is the 
opinion of the Board that this course is open to objection. 

For several years tho same amount was usually paid to tho Clerks as 
remuneration for their services under tho Parliamentaiy Voters’ Acts, 
and as tho annual vote was, in most Unions, very much a matter of form 
it did not appear to bo important that the Guardians should be specially 
summoned to consider the subject, but the sums proposed now in oath 
5 'car vary considerably, and the Board must request that, in future, at 
least one week’s notice may bo given to each Guardian before payuituta 
arc voted uuder the Act referred to.

I am dii ccted by tho Local Govemraont Board for Ireland to state for 
the information of the Board of Guardians that the great increase whidi 
has taken place in the number of night lodgers, or casuals, admitted to 
workhouses in Ireland during the year 18SG has attracted tho Boards 
attention, and that they have obtained reports from their Jn.spociors 
respecting tho reception and treatment of persons of this class in some 
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■workhouses in each province, from which they loam that in many Unions 
tho advico given to Boards of Guardians by tho la to Poor Law Conamia- 
sionera in tho year 1837, respecting tho cleansing, clothing, and seatch- 
ing of such persons, is not attended to. 

Tho Local Government Board have reason to bolicvo that tho increase 
in the number of night lodgors above referred to is attributable in a 
great measure to applications for temporary relief in workhouses made 
by labourers and artisans who, in conBeguenco of want of employment 
in agricultural districts, and the depression in trade, travel about the 
oountryseeking for employment, and tho Board have no desire that provi- 
sional relief should be denied to persons who aro really destitute, but 
they consider that a strict observance of the workhouse rules in dealing 
■with such eases is a matter of much importance, as if lodgings at night 
in workhouses may be obtained free of expense, without the onforcemont 
of the rules and ordinary discipline of these institutions, facilities are 
afforded for tho adoption of a wandering life, and vagrancy is thus en- 
couraged. 

•The Local Government Board therefore desire to bring the matter 
under the notice of the Board of Guardians, and would repeat tho advice 
giyen to them by the late Poor Law Commissioners in 1857, viz. 
that all persons admitted be subjootod to tho provisions of the work- 
house rules regarding searching, cleansing, and clothing, and also as to 
discipline and diet, and espeomlly, that no person of tho class under 
consideration be pemitted to leave the workliouso without giving three 
houi-s’ previous notice.

Sm, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
state that the great increase in tho number of persona afforded outdoor 
relief in Ireland dm'ing recent years I’enders it, in tho opinion of. tho 
Board, very desirable that tho Boards of Guardians should give tho 
subjocb careful consideration, in order that tho expenditure under that 
head may be checked, and the interests of the ratepnyora protected. 

The Local Government Board in'vito the attention of the Boards of 
Guardians to what has taken place in the execution of the L'isli Poor 
Law since it first came into operation in this country in tho year 1838. 
Under tlie Irish Poor Relief Act of that year relief could .only be 
afforded in the workhouse, and for some years, notwithstanding the 
occasional existence of much distress, the system was rigidly maintained, 
hut in consequence of the famine with which the country was stricken 
in the years 1846 and 1847 the workhouses could not contain the 
number of destitute persons requiring support, and in the autumn of 
18-47 the administration of outdoor relief was authorized by the Irish 
Poor Relief Extension Act. 

Durmg tho continuance of the famine the want of suflfioionb work- 
house accommodation deprived the Boards of Guardians of the power 
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of eflfcctually testing tHe destitution of number of 

persons granted outdoor relief was very great and often much in excess 
of the requirements of the district, but when the condition of tho 
country improved^ and additional accommodation was provided, tho 
Boards of Guardians, having become by experience fully sensible of 
the abuses and imposition attending the outdoor relief system, 
endeavoured to put an end to it as far as possible, and in a few years 
the outdoor relief fell to a very low ebb. In the year 1856 the average 
daily number of persons so relieved was only 926, but since that time 
there has heen a steady increase, and in the year 18G6 tho average 
daily number came up to 11,678— -in the year 1876 it roso to 30,124 — 
while in the year 1885 it reached 50,434, exclusive of the orplian and 
deserted children at nurse j these wore not years in which exceptional 
outdoor relief was authorized by the Legislature hy reason of severe 
distress, 

From the foregoing remarks it will be observed that, notwithstanding 
the fact that the population of Ireland during the thirty years in 
question has decreased by more than one millon, the average daily 
immber of persons afforded outdoor relief has increased from 926 to 
56,434, while tho annual cost of outdoor relief has risen duiTng the 
same period from £2,245 to £164,901. 

In tlie ox)inion of the Local Government Board the gi-eat increase 
in this class of relief has been principally brought about by the lax 
and unsoimd system under which tho Poor Law is administered hy 
Boards of Guardhuis in many parts of the countiy. 

Experience in the execution of the Poor Law both in England and 
Ireland has proved conclusively th&t tho direct tendency of any system 
of outdoor relief is to demoralize the x>copIo and absorb the xmoj^erty of 
the country, and, while temporary outdoor relief in cases of siclmess 
ought to bo freely afforded, the practice of permanently relieving peinons 
in tliat manner in ordinary times, uistead of offering tliem admission to 
tlie workhouse, encourages and perpetuates tho evils referred to. 

It is often alleged that as the outdoor relief afforded to an individual 
costa less than the maintenance of such pauper in the woi’hhouso tlio 
system is economical, but this view of tho matter is most ori*onemi3 
for, while only really destitute persons desire to obtain indoor relief, 
outdoor relief is eagerly sought for by and often given to x>crsons wlio 
ought not to be maintained at the juiblic cost and who would not accept 
it in the workhouse, and the general expenditure is greatly incimsod 
by reason of tho excessive number of pei*sons thus sujiported. No test 
of destitution has ever been found so thoroiiglily effectual as tho work- 
house test, and it is due to tliose who provide tho fmifls for tho suppoi’t 
of tlio poor that proof of the destitution of tlie applicants for aid 
should be required mid their poverty clearly established, while it 
cannot be contended tliat persons w'ho are unable to procure for them- 
selves the necessaries of life have any jn.st or reasonable cause of 
complaint so long as they can procure effectual relief, or tliat they avo 
entitled to determine the form and manner in which assistance to them 
from public funds is to be granted. 

The Local Government Board arc aware tliat there arc a few Unions 
in which relief is only given in tho workhouse milcijs in cases of 
sickness and urgency, and they address the Boards of Guardians of 
the others in tho interests of the ratepayers wdio are uh’cady heavily 
taxed for purposes other than poor relief. The present seems an 
opportune time to bring tlio matter forward as the autumn is the most 
favourable season of the year for revising the relief lists, and tho 
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Local Government Board hope that the Boards of Gnardiana who have 
hitherto afforded outdoor relief very freely will give this important 
matter their earnest consideration, and endeavour to lessen the chargcg 
on tho ratepayers by administering the Poor Law Acts on a better 
and more sound principle than obtains in so many parts of Ireland 
at present.

now called upon, in pursuance of the requirement of the Act, tp decide 
whether they -will become contributor’y for the year 1888-89 (tliat is for 
the year commencing on the 1st April next), and subsequent years, until 
the resolution to contribute be legally revoked. 

The Board fonvarded with their Circular of the 30th August, 1875, a 
copy of tho Act, and of various other Documents relating to this subject, 
and they desire to refer the Board of Guardians to that Cii’cnlar and the 
Documents which accompanied it, for any iiiformation ■which they may 
requii’e before replying to the enclosed Notice. 

The Board have to add that the Commissioners of National Education 
have furnished them with an estimate of the probable amount which

I am directed by the Local Go'^'ernmeii'c Boaid for Ireland to acquaint 
you, for the information of the Board of Guardiaus of Belmullet Union, 
that, having received on the 30th ultimo a communication from the 
Clerk of the Union notifying to them the fact that no tenders had been 
received for the half yearly and yearly snp[)ly of cei-tairi articles of food 
to the Workhouse, and further that the Guardians had failed to meet 
on the day n]ion which the tenders were to liavo beeu considered, the 
Board requii’ed the Clerk to siiimnou an extraordinary meeting of the 
Guardians for the 3rd instant to decide upon tlie couriie to be adopted 
by tliem under the circumstances. 

After the meeting bad been held, at which it appears seven Guardians 
.attended, the Board received a report from their Insi>ector, Captaiu 
Sampson, informing them that the Guardians bad not at the meeting 
made any provision for the support of the Workhouse inmates, and that 
the supply of food then on hands was only suiiiciciit to furnish one meal 
for the 4th instant. 

It seems, therefore, tb.at the Guardians have, notwithstanding the 
grave responsibility devolving upon them as the persons entrusted with 
the adrninistratiou ot the X^oor Law within the Union, omitted to take the 
necessary ste})sfor the ordinary support of the in mules within the Work, 
house under their charge, and, under these oircum.stances, the Local 
Government Board have to state that, unless the Guardians at once 
proceed to discharge their duty in this respect, the Bool'd will feel it 
necessary to dissolve the Board of Guardieins and to ap[joint in their 
stead paid ollicera to carry into execution the proidsions of the Poor 
Law Acts within the Union.

Minutes of Proceedings of the G-uardians on the 31sfe uHimo, from which 
the Board find that the Guardians did not on that day make any pro- 
vision for further supplies. 

The Board learn from a report which they have received from their 
Inspector, Captain Sampson, that the milk and turf contracjtors have 
refused to give any further supplies, and that one of the principal con- 
tractors has stated that lie ^vill not continue to supply after next 
Tuesday.

To ALL Coast Guahos and Officers of Customs in Ireland, to the 
Boards of Guardians op Unions, severally acting as Sanitaiy 
Autlioiities on any pait of the Coast of Ireland, to all Masters 
of Ships, and to all other Persons whom it m:ty concern ; 

Whereas Cholera is now prevalent in certain parts of Italy, and it is 
expedient *that Regulations sho\Ud be made with reference to Ships 
having on board bales of Rags from that country : 

Now Therefore, We, the Local Government Boai’d for Ireland, do, 
by this our Order, and in exercise of the power conferred on Us by the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and every other power enabling Us 
in this behalf, make the following regulations, and declare that they 
shall be enforced and executed by tho several Authorities specified in 
the Schedule to our Order dated the 16th day of July, 1883 :

The term “Ship ” includes vessel or boat : 

The tei’m “ Coast Guard ” includes any person belonging to the 
Coast Guard having authority from the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty ;
